The reaſon is all ogeto 
reaſonable men. 
If obie&ion be made, that ſuch Polychreſtis arti- 
ficially made by compoſition of many things, wher- 
in are diuerſitic of natures. And this vniuerſall of one 
onely,which implieth an impoſlibilitie of different 
| andcontrary operatiue faculties : to thisI anſwere, NT” 
that Polychreſts are made out of Simples without ST
